Klein Alleged to Have Led the Attack on 
the German Sailors—The Killed and 
Wounded on Both Sides—Attitade ef the 
United States Cabinet—The President 
and Secretaries Whitney and Dickinson 
Favor Prompt and Vigorous Action— 
Biesmarck’s Agent at Washington—Vice- 
Consul Blacklock’s Dispatch. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., January 2%6.—The Ger- 
man side of the Samoan story, as related in 
the circular letter sent out by the German 
Consul at Apia, is quite at variance with the 
other reports which have reached this coun- 
try. A copy of this cirenlar has been ob- 
tained. Speaking of the trouble of the leth of 
December, when two Americans were reported 
assaulted and seriously wounded on the 
streets of Apia by German sallors, the letter 
says: 

On Sunday, the 16th, about one hundred 
and twenty German sallors received liberty to 
go ashore. While amusing themselves in 
various ways, a half-caste named George 
Scanlan, with others who pretended to have 
American protection, provoked the sailors to 
such an @xtent that a street row occurred. 
Several Samoans joined issue with the half- 
caste, throwing stones at the men of- war's 
men. Shots were fired, one of the sailors 
being wounded in the hand. The haif-castes 
and Samoans also received a rough bandling. 
Early next week the Olga left Apia for Salua- 
fata, where the Eber bad been at anchor for 
some time. 

THE AMERICAN REPORTER, KLEIN, 

The Consul goes on to tell of the reports of 
further damage done by the ‘‘rebels,’’ and 
how the captain of the German vessels, after 
consultation with the Consul, finally decided 
that the German cruiser Adler, with the Consul 
on board, should proceed to Mataafa’s head- 
quarters at Laulli and request the chief to in- 
duce his people to lay down their arms. The 
Consul says further that the ‘‘rebels’’ would 
not have dared attack the European troops 
had they not been drilled and led by an Amer- 
jean named Klein. Continuing, the Con 
sul says: „„ there is a large 
plantation named Vailele, situated about two 
miles on the Apia side of Laulil, it was deemed 
advisable to place some of the sailors belong- 
ing to the Olga there for the purpose of pre- 
venting a possible disorderly retreat of the 
rebels to Apia through the said plantation. 
To carry out this about one hundred and fifty 
sailors were put in boats to run down the 
coast tothe plantation. The sailors rowed 
quietly on, and as they kept close in shore the 
natives followed them along the beach calling 
out to the sailors, who took no notice. About 
a half mile further on the natives held a 
hurried couneil of war under the control of 
Klein. The natives drew the attention. of 
Klein to the risk run if they fired on the man 
of-war men. 

THE PERSUASIVE POWERS 

of the journalist were too strong for the 
natives and he induced the people of the 
Island to man their big war canoes and fire on 
the German sailors at sea. In the meantime, 
the sailors were followed by a large body of 
natives. Klein then took charge and ordered 
them to fire on the boats. As the men-of- 
war's men approached Fagalii, about 
a mile from their destination, it 

deemed prudent to land half 
of the men, the others proceeding 
on their journey by water outside the reefs. 
As they neared the shore Klein gave orders to 
fire. e Samoans were still afraid to follow 
his instructions. Klein, therefore, set them 
the example by firing himselt. This was the 
signal fora general attack, and the natives 
followed suit.’’

Attitude of the Cabinet.

Congressman Thomas’ Resolution.

Wasuinetroy, D. O., January 2.—Con- 
gressinan Thomas of Jilinols, did not intrro- 
duce his resolution condemnatory of German 
aggressions in Samoa yesterday, as he ex- 
pected. He explained his fallurejto do so onjthe 
ground thata year ago, when the trouble first 
began, Mr. Morrow of California had offered 
a resolution directing the Secretary of State to 
insist upon the status quo as it existed before 
the Germans effected their coup d’etat. The 
resolution was sent to-ghe Committee on 
Poreign Affairs where has lain, unacted 
upon, ever since. it is now proposed to 
call it up and consider it at the 
next meeting of the committee which 
will occur early in the coming week. Mr. 
Thomas is deeply impressed with the gravity 


of the situation in Samoa. He has been for 
years an active member of the Naval Com- 
mittee and by many it is believed would make 
an admirable Secretary of the Navy. Better 
than this, he is an aggressive, patriotic 
American, who believes in defending our 
rights wherever and by whomsoever they 
may be assailed. Mr. Thomassays that Ad- 
miral Kimberly will conduct himself in the 
Samoan affairs in a manner that will be en 
tirely satisfactory to the 60,000,000 of people 
at home, who will follow his every move- 
ment with the most intense interest. 

‘*Heretofore,’’ Mr. Thomas continued, the 
few naval officers we have sent to these waters 
have been men of lower rank, who, whatever 
their sentiments, have not Gared to act con- 
trary to the strict letter of their instructions. 
Admiral Kimberiy is one of the most dis- 
tinguished officers in the American Navy. He 
is a man of pluck and discretion and, as we 
say out West, a fighter from way back. His 
orders, it is true, confine him to the protec- 
tion of American richts in Samoa, Dut in all 
such cases, and notably so in the case of a 
man so distinguished as he, a certaln amount 
of latitude is left to his discretion.

Loxpox, January %.—With the approach of 
he meeting of Parliament the political cam- 
paign is now in full swing. Every day come 
long speeches from the leaders ot both sides. 
The mutual recriminations of Chamberlain 
and Morlev will have the effect of accentuat- 
ing.the uneasy position felt on the front op- 
position bench, where the Liberals cannot 
confer without being overheard by the men 
who sit with them, but vote against them. 
An early opportunity will be taken to make a 
strong effort to oust them. Morley’s severe 
criticisms effectually disposed of the old 
slander, once universally credited in the Pall 
Mall clubs, that he was merely a creature of 
Chamberlain from whom he received pay. 

THE PARIS ELSCTION. 

The interest in internal politics, however, 
is eclipsed for the moment by the Paris elec- 
tion. A correspondent who has taken the 
trouble to ascertain tne views of many prom- 
inent public men in Paris, finds the almost 
universal opinion that Boulanger will be de- 
feated to-morrow, although a good many 
think there will have to be a second ballot be- 
fore a definite result is secured. 

ATTACKING AMERICA. 

The Saturday Review, which since it got into 
the hands of a little clique of mutual puffers, 
has greatly lost its old influence has a bitter 
article on America apropos of the Phelps din- 
ner.

THE EAST AFRICA BILL. 

BERLIN, January 26.—The East Africa bill 
came up for debate in the Reichstag to-day. 
The chamber was crowded and much eager- 
ness was manifested to hearthe discussion. At 
ll o’clock Count Herbert Bismarck arose and 
explained the reasons which had prompted 
the Government to introduce the measure. 
Capt. Wissman, Imperial a ae for 
East Africa, followed Count WMérbert, and 
urged that the Reichstag accept the bill. He 
asked the members to rely upon his experi- 
ence, gained. by eight years wandering in 
Africa. Frince Bismarck entered the Cham- 
ber while Capt. Wissman was speaking and 
took his seat. Herr Bamberger followed Capt. 
Wissman, strongly opposing the measure. 

PRINCE BISMARCK TALKS. 

Prince Bismarck also took part in the dis- 
cussion. He asserted that the best relations 
existed between Germany and England and 
Germany and Zanzibar. If, hesaid, ‘‘Ger- 
many wants tropical countries she must keep 
East Africa. I have not been originally a 
colony man, but now I follow the will of the 
majority of the German nation. 

The bill was referred to a committee, Prince 
Bismarck and Herr Von Bennigsen agreeing 
thereto. 

FRENCH CORRESPONDENTS EXPELLED. 

The Berlin correspondents of L’ Autorite of 

Paris have been expelled from Germany. 
COUNT HERBERT'S REMARKS. 

Count Herbert said that the Government 
took its stand principally upon Dr. Wind- 
thorst’s anti-slavery resolution, which had 
been carried by such a large majority in the 
Reichstag, as to justify the hope that the bill 
would also be favorably received. The East 
African ferment had increased, and the situa- 
tion demanded heavy sacrifices. He ro- 
viewed the position of affairs at each German 
station and emphasized the danger in which 
they were placed. The navy,he said,had done 
ite duty beyond all expectation, but without 
ald it could not accomplish much. A police 
force was necessary. The demands of the 
bill were reasonable. The efforts of the Com- 
mercial Co. alone could not suffice to protect 
the interests of Germany in East Africa. 
Hence the Empire was compelled to inter- 
vene. The Government had selected Lieut. 
Wissman asthe man best fitted to carry out 
its purposes, owing to his knowledge and ex- 
perience. 2 

LIEUT. WISSMAN’S STATEMENT. 

Lieut. Wissman detailed the condition of 
affairs in East Africa. The object of the expe- 
dition, he said, was to recover lost territory. 
The Sultan of Zanzibar was unable to uphold 
his authorily or to protect his territory. The 
force asked for would only be employed as 
long as was absolutely necessary.

LONDON, January 26.—To-day is the fourth 
anniversary of the death of Gen. Gordon, who 
was slain by the rebels at the capture of Khar- 
toum.

To-day’s mining market was strong and the 
sales were large, byt an unusually small mar- 
gin between the highest and lowest quotations

The Shrinkage of $50,000,000 in the Market 
Value of the Stock—Shareholders Losing 
Interest—Jay Geuld’s Efforts to Secure 
Control of the B. & O.—Western Railtoad 
Presidents’ Meeting. 


By Telegraph to the DISPATCH. 

Boston, Mass., Jandary 2%.—The snrinkage 
of fifty millions of dollars in the market value 
of Atchison stock alone during the past nine- 
teen months has forced upon the stockholders 
a financial strain that has been keenly felt by 
all, and as the greater part of this stock has 
been invested in and around Boston, the bar- 
den has weighed the heaviest upon the Bos- 
ton market. Just now all the Atchison stock- 
holders are on the anxious seat awaiting the 
action of the directors at to-day’s meeting. 
The directors have intimated that the 
policy begun by them a few days ago 
in making public the statement of 
the October business, and Thursday in 
the November statement, will be. followed to- 
day by a complete statement of the financial 
condition of the entire #tchison system. The 
stockholders demand such a statementor 
threaten to weck the road, for such would be 
the result of the continued monkeying on the 
part of the directors. There is not atown 
within a radius of a 100 miles of Boston which 
does not hold some shares of Atchison stock. 
Most of it is held by persons living within 
sight of the State-house, but yet it is so widely 
distributed that the average amount of stock 
held by asingle individual would not exceed 
four shares. With so many shareholders 
to bear the burden it is im- 
possible that many should be wrecked. 
Yet it is impossibie to tell the ameunt of 
misery caused by the loss of ulvidends to small 
holders of the stock. There are hundreds of 
instances where persons who were depending 
upon Atchison dividends were compelled to 


give up the luxuries of life during the past six 
months. In the swell Baek Bay district in 
this city there were more stay at homes“ 
last summer than ever before, simply because 
the break in Atenison stock made vacation 
aps ee much of the nature of luxuries.

There is one rich old man in 
this city, more than 90 years of age, whose u- 
come suffered a shrinkage of #,000 in one 
month on account of the drop in Atchison, 
but this was not a privation to him, 
or the members of his family. His other 
sources ot income were sufficient to supply 
the staf of life with afew extras. The failure 
of President W. D. Forbes of the Bank of the 
Redemption, hes been the only one which is 
claimed to be due to Atehison’s weakness, 
but his accounts show speculation. in other 
losing securities that would have brought 
about the same result. 80 far as can be 
learned the large stockholders have heid on 
to their Atchison securities, even at the 
heavy loss that has followed, in 
the * that better days win 
come. any of these shareholders suffer no 
actual loss by the squeeze, because they paid 
littie or nothing for theirstock in the frst 
place. These people lose their interest, but 
they can afford to lose several thousand dol- 
lars and not feel it. 

The present financial depression has at least 
demonstrated the solid standing of Boston 
1 Mr. Brown of the firm of Cordley 
& Co. says that the result of the drop in rail- 
road securities has been to drive capital into 
other channels. A million dollars of Bostoa 
money has recently been placed in Alabama 
and much is being put in Western land 
and street railway stocks. Local land stocks 
have also been handied by men who 
have become disgusted with Western rali- 
roads. Copper stocks have always been a 
steady source of revenue to Boston holders, 
and this income has largely offset the failure 
of railroad dividends. The directors of the 
Atchison system will decide the fate of the 
road to-day. If they give tothe public the 
**bottom facte’’ as to the road’s financial 
Standing the stockhoiders will see them 
through their present trouble. But if there is 
any attempt to withhold information there is 
no knowing where the stock will land.

A ST. LOUIS VICTORY. 

The officials of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way on the hearing of the position of St. 
Louis, presented by the committee of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. have withdrawn 
their circular announcing a change in the 
through fate on corn via Chicago, which 
would have reduced the St. Louis differ- 
ential from 5 cents to 3 cents. 

When the announcement of the pro- 
posed change in the corn rates was made 
the Posr-Disrarcn promptly notified the 
grain-dealers of it, and the importance 
of the change as bearing on the corn 
trade of this city was clearly shown in 
our columns.

AN EXTRA SESSION. 

There are unmistakable indications that 
a large majority of the Republicans are 
working to defer all the legislation that 
can be deferred to the next Congress, in 
which they will have majorities in both 
branches, with a Republican President to 
approve their measures. If they avail 
themselves of the opportunity to render 
an extra session unavoidable they will at 
least save their party from the fatal loss 
of time which the Democrats incurred 
through Mr. CLEVELAND’s failure to con- 
voke the Fiftieth Congressin extra session 
on the tariff question early in the spring 
of 1887. 

There is no prospect of any tariff legis- 
lation by the present Congress, and some 
features of the Senate’s bill plainly stamp 
it as a bit of party strategy merely, a 
measure introduced to prevent rather 
than to promote tariff reform by the pres- 
ent Congress. By taking the subject into 
their own hands at the earliest possible 
moment and promptly providing for a re- 
duction of the surplus revenue, and by 
this course only, can the Republicans 
make amends tor their previously ob- 
structive tactics, and avail themselves of 
all the educational effects of the long tariff 
discussion. 

But time and opportunity will thus be 
afforded them in vain if utilized for the 
enactment of any such measure as the 
Senate bill. A measure which attacks 
and threatens to destroy so many im- 
portant industries as that one does 
which reduces Government revenue by 
‘increasing the burdens imposed on the

The only way that it 
can be prosecuted inmy opinion isfor the 
Legisiature to pass a law making it a penal of- 
fence for any operator or broker to charge a 
commission except in the case of actual de- 
livery of the property. Nine-tenths of the 
sales and purchases made in options 
are never expe to de- 
livered, but the difference in prices 
settied at the pleasure of their customer. The 
present mode of doing the business enables 
persons with a little money, put up as mar- 
gins, to buy or sell thousands of dollars worth 
of grain or provisions with no idea of ever 
seeing the property bought or solid. The pur- 
chase or sale of any property for future deliv- 
ery is a legitimate one where the parties are 
acting in good faith and expect to deliver or 
receive it. If the law would authorize the 
broker or dealer to charge a commission only 
where delivery is made, the great business of 
option - would soon come to an end.

Pacific road on the 
corn differential ques- 
tion, returned from 
the Windy Oity this 
morning. The agita- 
tion given this matter 
by the Post-DIsPaTcH 
has, as the corn men 
themselves testified to. 
day,aided them greatly 
in coming to prompt 
action on the question 
and has helped thei* 
cause greatly with the railroads. 

Yesterday one week ago the Posr-Drsraron 
apprised the public of the danger which 
menaced the local corn market in an article 
printed in the last column of the first page of 
that paper, and has since that time kept the 
people fully informed with reference to every 
step taken in the movement. The Post-Dts- 
PATCH has also editorially called attention 
to the question and did thison the day fol- 
lowing the publication. That publication was 
the very first news ofthe movement given to 
the public and this paper has paid especial 
attention to it and was the first to publish 
each step taken lu the premises. Those who 
have followed the matter will understand ex- 
actly what the situation was when the dele- 
gation from the Merchants’ Exchange left this 
city for Chicago Thursday night. 

As printed in the Post-DisPaTou of that day, 
the committee which went to Chicago to con- 
fer with Mr. Holcomb was composed of these 
gentiemen: D. P. Grier, Chairman; Web M. 
Samuel, John Jackson, W. T. Anderson, H. 
F. Langenberg and D. PF. Byrne. The delega- 
tion solicited the help of Mr. James F. Agiar, 
the representative of the Union Pacific road 
in thiscity. He kindly accompanied the com- 


mittee to Chicago. Mr. D. P. Grier, the 
Chairman ofthe committee, was seen to-day 
8 a reporter for the Post-DISPATCH on 
Change. Mr. Grier said: 

CORDIALLY RECEIVED. 

We arrived in Chi — A morning 
over the Wabash, and Mr. Holcomb sent us 
word that he would be ready to see us and 
give us every attention at 9:300’clock. That

Thus far Mr, Holcomb had treated us very 
cordially, but then the committee made an- 
other point in their argument. We reminded 
Mr. Holcomb that the shippers of St. Louis 
felt very warmly towards the Union Pacific, 
and that that road took no little trade out of 
the city. If the Union Pacific showed no dis- 
position to help out the — in the present 
crisis the shippers would probably be inclined 
to give their trade to rival roads centering 
here and doing west-bound traffic.

Senator Blair's Bill Condemned by the 
North American Turnerbund. 


The National Executtve Committee of the 
North-American Turnerbund (Gymnastic 
Union) has issued the following circular letter 
to all branch societies of the country:

In out judgement it isa 
matter of ‘‘neceasity, charity and humanity’’ 
topermitthe laborer, after six days of hard 
work, to enjoy recreation on the seventh. The 
bill, therefore undoubtedly contradicts itself, 
since it probibits all his enjoyments. Further- 
more the bill prohibits the carrying of the 
mail, slitrafficon land and water, the run- 
ning of railroad trains, streetcars and ferry 
boats ; in short, everything tending to disturb 
religious observance of the Sabbath!“ 

Taking it all in all, this bill is the boldest 
assault upon the —- liberty of the peo- 
ple yet attempted. The plan is, of course, 
unconstitutional, from the factthat the con- 
stitution provides (Art. 1 of the amendments): 
Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof. This provision estab- 
lishes clearly and distinctly an absolute sepa- 
ration of Church and State, while by a law, as 
proposed by Mr. Blair, a purely religious cus- 
tom would be made an institution recognized 
by the State—in violation of the letter and 
— of the constitutional provision above 
0 


Mr. Bair and bis friends seem to be aware of 
this, and for this reason they propose, at the 
same time, an amendment to the constitution 
which is designed to compel each State to ed- 
ucate all children between the ages of 6 and 
16 years in the various branches of know!l- 
edge, in virtue, In morality, and in the prin- 
= es of the Christian religion.’’ 

bis means not only religious instruction in 
all public schools, butalso a direct establish- 
ment ot the Christian faith as the religion of 
the land. 

The majority of citizens know what endless 
complications the sacrifice of those provisions 
of our constitution, which guarantee the 
liberty of conscience and religon to our citi- 
zens, would lead to, and we, therefore, deem 
it our duty to protest against such reactionary 
assaults upon our Institutions.

wHY GERMANY AND ENGLAND CAN van ir 


IN WAR AND AMERICA CANNOT, 


of Foreign Sea-Going Steam- 
ers—Our Pacific Navy Better Than the 
German — Superiority in Guns — Rack- 
ing u Opposed to Armor - Piercing 


SEE by the newspa- 
pers, said Lieut. Jas. 
S. Ried of the corps of 
engineers, ‘‘that there 
is some talk of leasing 
tne Pacific mall steam- 
ers in ease of trouble 
with Samoa,equipping 
them es crusiers and 
x ea sending them to re- 
212 inforce our war vessels 
in the South Pacific. 
This idea probably originated im the well- 
known agreement existing between the En- 
glish and German Governments and the steam- 
ship lines of the two countries by which the 
steamers, in case of war, are to be turned over 
to the Naval Department and used as cruisers. 
DEFECTS OF AMERICAN MERCHANT STEAMERS. 
It is very natural to suppose that the Pacific 
mail steamers could be put to the same use, 
but any such idea is in direct contradiction to 
the facts in the case and could only arise 
through ignorance. With every one of the 
great steamer lineg, the English Gov- 
ernment has a contract by which 
it pays a certain proportion 
of the cost of construction, and a fixed yearly 
subsidy on condition that the vessels are built 
ina certain prescribed manner, and with tim- 
bers of an agreed size and strength. The an- 
nual cost, I believe, considerably exceeds 
$700,000, but in return every English transat- 
lantic steamer, and also most of those sailing 
from German ports, require scarcely any al- 
~teration before receiving their armaments, 
and within a few days can be sent out as effec- 
tive vessels of war. 

„With the Pacific Mall steamers the case is 
entirely different. Intended simply for pas- 
sage and freight, they would have practically 
to be entirely rebuilt before they could carry 
guns of even moderate caliber, Few civilians 
understand the great strain brought upon a 
vessel by the recoilof a large gun. Owing to 
the confined space, the recoil must be al- 
most immediately checked, and the decks 
and sides must take the strain. 


Very heavy eg 5 * and timbers are re- 
quired for this, far heavier than are needed 
‘for ordinary use, and while the thickness 
of deck planking could be increased to any 
extent, the beams and timbers are part 
of the frame of the vessel; the ribs are at- 
tached to the keel, and to replace them would 
necessitate an almost complete demolition 
of the bull, which would not only 
be very expensive, but would re- 
quire a great deal of time. In March 
and April, 1885, a board of engin- 
eer officers were detailed tosmake calcuiations 
as to the size of guns that could be carried by 

any steamers flying the American flag. 

PACIFICO MAIL STEAMERS UNAVAILABLE. 

After careful computations of strain, and 
after making ample allowances for all the 
strengthening that could be done in a short 
time, the conclusion was reached that it 
would be extremely dangerous to fire forty- 
pound rifles from any traffic steamer 
available, and that — sixty · four · pound 
rifles, corresponding with the guns to be 
mounted onthe English steamers, ceuld not 
be used under any circumstances. The first 
discharge would not only tear all the side tim- 
bert to which the gun was fastened from the 
vessel, but would inevitably smash every 
beam and scantling in the deck and send the 
the bottom. A

itself, and this could not be materially in- 
creased without p cal reconstruction. 
Even the old-fashioned 10-inch Bodmans could 
not be safely fired from the decks of the Pacific 
mail vessels,and to send t out with an 
armament which could, from the nature of 
the case, amount to no more than an auxiliary 
battery, would be worse than useless. 

OUR PACIFIC NAVY THE BEsT. 

But our navy now in the Pacifie would, in 
case of trouble, prove by no means as help- 
less as many are in the habit of thinking. e 
have not, it is true, a single ironclad, or even 
an iron ship, but the Germans have none of 
their first-class vessels on the Paci- 
fic station. When pitted against the 
second-class steel crnisers which are within 
reach of Samoa, it is by no means certain that 
our wooden vessels, armed as they are, would 
not prove the most effective. It may seem 
strange, butitis my firm belief that against 
vessels ol light weight our guns are better 
thantbose in use in European navies. We 
have held to an opposite principle in gun- 
nery from that in vogue in Engiand 
and Germany. All their guns and shot 
are constructed with the idea of securin 
armor-piercing power. The caliberis smal 
in proportion to the length of projectile and 
charge of powder, and the old round shot no 
longer is used. We, on the other hand, have 
advocated what is called the racking prin- 
ciple;that is, immediate penetration is not 
sought for, but the reliance is placed upon the 
eflectofthe heavy blow in loosening plates, 
shattering beams and generally wrecking the 
opposing ship. Solid round shotare used, 
slight reliance being placed on shell. Against 
the first-class iron-clads, whose frames are of 
enormous strength, the shock of one fifteen- 
inch shot would not amount to much, but 
with the smaller steel vessels the case is 
diferent. I am ready to assert that 
ship for ship, our uavy in the Pacific is to-day 
better than that of Germany. Their long, 

conical shot, fired with heavy charges, would 
pass through the wooden sides, making a 
hole no larger than themselves, while the 
large caliber balis of our 15-inch guns would 
break up the plates, open seams, shatter riv-" 
ets, and in a short time reduce the opponents 
toa sinking condition. We have very little to 
fear from the Pacific fleet of Germany.

HOME RULE GIVE GENEROUSLY. 


Mr. Clancey's Charges Against the English 

- Government in the Appeal Issued by thr 
Parnell Fand Association of America— 
Local Contributions—The ‘‘Post-Dis- 
patch” Fund Now $450.50. 


During the past year the English Govern- 
ment in Ireland killed twenty men, im- 
prisoned 2,000 persons for political offenses 
and evicted 10,000 farmers. This startling 
statement was made in a public speech re- 
cently by Mr. Clancy, M. P., the recognized 
statistician of the Irish National League.

The twenty people whose murders 
are charged against the government died

The accounts of evictions tell how, 
armed and insolent, the constabulary 
abuse the honest peasants, and if it were not 
for the solicitations of the priests and the 
cooler heads hundreds and thousands of Irish 
farmers would resist enough to give excuse 
for their own murder to the ruthless police. 

The Irish Parliamentary Fund Association of 
America, having in view the objects for which 
the Post-DisPaTCH Parnell Defense Fund was 
ifaugurated, has issued an urgent appeal for 
funda.

The Mother Superior Authorizes a Denial of 
the Basis of His Attack—Fanny Lederer 
het Baptized, But She Had Requested It 
Tale. 


Was Thought to Be Dying—The Girl's 


Rabbi Spitz, inthe latest number of the en- 
larged Jewish Voice, issued yesterday, tells the 
following story: 

A young Jewish girl, one of three sisters, 
all ot whom coming from Bohemia to this 
city, and working here for an honest living, 
was a fow weeks ago attacked by avery severe 
illness. None of the sisters having their own 
home, it became necessary to remove the sick 
and suffering girl to a place where good med- 
ical attendance and proper nursing would 
bring her the chances of recovery. She was 
brought into the ‘Sisters’ Hospital’ on Papin 
street, where for many weeks her iife was des- 
paired of by the sisters. The poor patient 
grew worse and worse, until one day she sank 
0 rapidly that every moment death was 
thought to be imminent. In a state of perfect 
unconsciousness the Jewish girl was baptized 
dy a person authorized thereto. The two sis- 
ters, thinking that the one thev so dearly 
loved had now forever been removed 
and separated from them, spiritually, 
were simply distracted. Their grief was 
heart-rending. Mind, from their scant earn 


ings they paid $6 weekly tothe hospitai, hence 
the girl way a ‘pay’ patient. We received a 
message from friends of the girls imploring us 
to move inthe matter. What could we do? 
We hastened in company with an influential 
and noble-hearted Jewish citizen to the bos 
poe where we met one of the girls watching 

y the bedside of her loved one. With stream 
ing eyes and almost broken-hearted she re- 
lated the above mentioned facts. She 
was told to be at rest, since, according to 
our religion, that baptism administered toa 
‘perfectly unconscious person was of no. con- 
sequence whatever, and was a mere mockery; 
that in case of death she could ciaim her sis- 
ter’s body for Jewish burial; should she, 
however, recover, she would remain and be 
—— as a Jewess, as though nothing 
had happened. That quieted her down some- 
what. he girl has recovered and is now out 
of the hospital.’’ 

THE RABBI 

prefaces and concludes his narrative with 
strong denunciation. He was seen this morn- 
ing as he was about to open services in Baal 
Ei Temple, Tenth street and Chouteau avenue. 
He said, ‘‘Every word I print about that gir! 
is God's truth. I do not know where you can 
find the giri now. She and her two sisters 
‘live out,’ Dut they are sometimes at their 
aunt’s house, Mrs. L. Benjamin, 1922 South 
Broadway. The giris’ family name is Lederer. 
I do not remember their first names. 

The rabbi had not seen the girl lately, but 
did not thihk she had embraced the Roman 
Catholic faith. 

ST. MARY'S INFIRMARY 

is the ‘‘Sisters’ Hospital’’ referred to. Itis on 
Papin street, west of Fourteenth street, and 
is in the charge of the Servants of the Divine 
Heart, who are popularly cnown as Sisters of 

St. Mary. They have charge ofthe girls 
school of St. Mary's parish on South Third 

street, and several members of the order are 
assigned to the creche on Elihteenth street.

Mother Superior could not seen bya Post- 

DISPATCH reporter who called atthe Infirm- 
ary this morning. A copy of the Jarish Voice 
was sent her, and she sent a 
sister to say The girl's name 
was Fanny Lederer. The sister who baptized 
her is not here now, and we don’t know much 
about the girl. Other Sisters say that the gir! 
was sick with typhoid fever and was very low. 
Before she became unconscious the Sister 
asked her if she wished to be baptized and 
she said she did. When the Sister saw that 
the girl was sinking she baptized ner, as any 
person can do in an emergency. If the 
sister bad tho t there wo be time she 
would have called a priest. But she was 
afraid the girl would die and so baptized her 
herself. is all we know about lu. Fanny 
and ber sisters were very friendly to us up to 
the time Fanny left and we never heard any 
— from them to her treatment while 

re. 


FANNY LEDERER 

was found at her aunt’s home, 1922 South 
Broadway. She was asked to tell the story of 
ber baptism, but said she had none to tell. 
Were you nog baptized while you were sick 
at the Infrmary?’’ 

No, she answered. 

Did you ever ask the sister to baptize you, 
or tell her that you wanted to be baptized?’’ 

No. There was nothing said about it at 
all. No one mentioned the thing to me. Not 
a word was said about religion. told them I 
was a Jew girl, and they never said anything 
about religion or baptizing or anything of the 
sort. 


MRS. BENJAMIN 

said: ‘‘Fanny doesn’t remember it because 
she was unconscious. Her sister, who stayed 
with ber part of thegime, came here one day 
and said: ‘The Sisters are going to baptize 
Fanny. They say she is going to die, and they 
will baptize ber.’ © went to Rabbi 
Spitz, and he went to see about it. I never 
heard another word about it. Maybe they did 
baptize her, but she didn’t have sense enough 
to give her consent. What does it matter any- 
way? SheisaJewess. She went there to be 
cured of the fever. soar a: change her 
religion while she was sick with fever.’ 

Mary Lederer could not be seen, as her sis- 
ter and aunt did not know where abe was em- 
pioyed.

Charles M. Bradley, the catcher, who was

lished before his death. The story as told by 
L. W. Welch, an old ball player now in Louis- 
ville, is this: 

Bradley was unusually reticent as to his 
past history, and I doubt if there are many 
besides myself who know anything of his past 
life. An early disagreement with his father, 
the result of his penchant for base ball, led to 
an estrangement, and, troubles never coming 
singly, he was rejected by a young lady of Oil 
City, Pa., to whom he was devoted. He 
drifted carelessly from place to place, his am- 
bition gone. I well remember his favorite 
ballad: ‘When other lips and other hearts 
their tales of love shall tell.’ How soulfually 
poor Bradley used to drink In the melody of 
his own clear tenor voice when its ending: 
Then you’ll remember me, had come, and 
how sadly he would turn away to hide his 
tears. Knowing not the word cowardice, he 
was constantly involved in difficalties, often 
in the defense of the weak, until finally he was 
shot down. 

Bradley was born in June, 1864, in the oil 
regions of Pennsylvania of wealthy parents, 
and was surrounded with every luxury. He 
received a collegiate education and all the 
ornamental accomplishments of modern 
times. He was possessed of a charming tenor 
voice, was a brilliant pianist and an expert 
linguist. He was passionately fond of the 
national game, and his ability as a catcher 
won for him the sobriquet of ‘The Stone- wall 
Backstop.’ He wasacatcher with the Corn- 
ing (N. T.) team of the Western League in 
the early part of the year 1885, and 
was with the Topeka of 1886. He in- 
jured his knee-cap while sliding to 
bases at Denver, and never fully recovered 


from the consequent stiffness. Being released 
from Topeka at the sa s with Weaver, 
now of uisville, he si d with the Abi- 
lenes, the ne Bp Kansas team, in June, 
1886, and finished the season with them. He 
then went on one of the new railroads of 
Kansas as a fireman, and in 1887 played with 
the Emporia team in the Kansas State League. 
In 1880 he played with the famous ‘State 
Fair’ team of Dallas, champions of the Texas 


.
